Rise of Internet, parking charges and recession are blamed

THE rise of the Internet has been partly 
blamed for the closure of a music shop 
which has been in Banbury town centre 
for 13 years. 

Stargoat Sound & Lighting is to shut on 
September 15 and move to an out-of-town 
business park from October 1. 

Owner Paul Cox said he would focus more 
on online sales at the new unit and open on 
Saturdays only. 

The shop has been in Church Lane since 
1999 and will move to Cherwell Business 
Village at the former Alcan aluminium facto¬ 
ry. 

Mr Cox said: "I wasn't able to keep up with 
my bills or pay myself for four months run¬ 
ning. 

"There is no choice about it. If you are not 
paying yourself, it is not a job. If you are work¬ 
ing six, seven days a week, it is not a hobby." 

He said: "A lot of people have gone online, 
I have seen a big drop-off in my customer 
base. 

"It is changing times, you have to go with 
the flow." 

Castle Quay parking and the loss of spaces 
to flats in Southam Road, opposite the law 
courts, had also hit trade, he said. 

Mr Cox said of parking: "That is rumbling 
in the background but the fact is the recession 
has slowed people down and the Internet 
takes a bit more every year." 

Business leaders have called for Cherwell 
District Council to scrap charges at its car 
parks amid fears trade will be taken away by 
out-of-town developments. 

A retail park scheme at the site of motor- 
sport firm Prodrive by junction 11 of the M40 
- to include Marks & Spencer and Next - has 
been approved by the council. 

And another retail park scheme, to include 
a supermarket, is being considered by the 
council for part of the Kraft factory in Southam 
Road. 

Malcolm Douglas, spokesman for the 
Banbury Cross Traders group, said: "I don't 
want to see retailers leaving the town purely 
because they don't see a future for the town, 
that is my big worry. 

"They lose hope and close down whereas a 
shot in the arm of free parking will make all 
the difference."

takings added vital cash - more than £1m a 
year - into the council's £16m budget. 

The Conservative warned a cut could see 
sports centres hit, adding: "Show me how we 
can save £1.2m in the budget and I will wel¬ 
come the suggestion and consider it."

Care home is criticised by 
the industry's watchdog 


A BANBURY care home has 
been criticised over how it 
administers and manages 
drugs by the care watchdog. 

The Care Quality Commission 
(CQC) has given Brooklands 2 in 
Old Parr Road 14 days to make 
changes. It is the second time 
the home has been told to 
improve by the watchdog. 

Inspectors said a June visit 
found "several omissions" in 
records of receipts and adminis¬ 
tration of drugs. 

For some, the exact amount 
administered was not recorded 
to monitor the effectiveness of

the drugs, they found. Analysis 
of three records found "medi¬ 
cines may not always be being 
given as prescribed" for ground- 
floor patients. 

It found no issue with first- 
floor patients and two consult¬ 
ants who visited the home said 
they had no issues. 

But the report found: 
"Systems in place were not 
robust enough and the audits 
not frequent enough to ensure 
the safe handling of medicines." 


It added: "People were not 
protected against the risks asso¬ 
ciated with the unsafe use and 
management of medicines." 

This had a "moderate impact" 
on residents, it said. 

Care home manager Mark 
Taylor said: "We're disappointed 
the errors were found by the 
CQC. We administer about 800 
medications a day. 

"We were in the middle of 
auditing, during which errors 
had been flagged, but we were 
delayed by management time 
being diverted to another issue. 

"The errors found were con¬ 


trary to our procedures and con¬ 
trary to recent training given to 
staff and those responsible have 
been severely disciplined." 

In September last year, the 
CQC said the home was not tak¬ 
ing proper steps to protect resi¬ 
dents from receiving unsafe 
care. It also said OAPs were not 
protected against the risk of 
unsafe or unsuitable premises 
and were "not being cared for 
by suitably trained and compe¬ 
tent staff". 

These issues had been 
resolved, a December CQC 
report said.

School submits plan 
for sixth-form class 


PLANS have been submitted for 
a sixth form at Warriner School, 
Bloxham, after education chiefs 
backed post-16 lessons there. 

The school has put in plans 
with Cherwell District Council 
(CDC) for a single-storey build¬ 
ing with four classrooms and 
common room. 

The sixth form was last month 
given permission by 
Oxfordshire County Council 
after years of campaigning. 

If approved by CDC, the work 
would start in September and be 
finished by Easter for the first 
sixth-formers to start in 
September 2013. 

The £500,000 building will 
be funded by cash given by 
developers over the years as part 
of deals to win planning permis¬ 
sion. 

Warriner headteacher Dr 


Annabel Kay said: "We are over 
the moon, the school has been 
trying to get a sixth form since it 
opened 40 years ago. 

"It will be designed so we can 
expand it should more money 
become available. We are not 
short of space." 

The school previously 
planned to put students in a 
modular building between 
classrooms. But the new plan 
would be for a building on dis¬ 
used tennis courts off Banbury 
Road. It would take 195 stu¬ 
dents by 201 6. 

The school argued a sixth 
form would stop students travel¬ 
ling long distances and guaran¬ 
tee continuity of education. 

But Banbury School and 
Chipping Norton School 
warned it could "fragment" edu¬ 
cation in north Oxfordshire.

Hi-tech aid for 
accident police 


ROAD closures for police crash 
investigations are to be cut by up to 
40 minutes with the latest laser 
technology. 

Thames Valley Police has 
unveiled three new laser scanners in 
a bid to keep traffic and the econo¬ 
my moving. 

The scanners quickly create a 3D 
image of a scene of an accident and 
a video fly-through can be generat¬ 
ed later on a computer. 

Officers have previously had to 
painstakingly record every dimen¬ 
sion manually. 

Gary Baldwin, supervisor for the 
Thames Valley Police forensics colli¬ 
sion team, said: "They are very fast 
to capture the scene of a crash. 

"Hopefully traffic congestion time 
will be reduced. 

"The new equipment records a 
tremendous amount of detail. It's so 
much better than just a piece of 
paper. 

"Presentation of evidence at 
Crown court and inquests will be of 
a lot higher standard." 

He said a simple two-car colli¬ 
sion could take 45 minutes to 
record manually and 12 minutes

with the new equipment. 

He added: "We are one of the 
few people tasked with investiga¬ 
tions that have hard-time considera¬ 
tions to gather the evidence. 

"We have to get the job done 
quickly. 

"This is a huge leap forward. 
There will still be traffic jams but 
hopefully we will be doing our bit 
to reduce them." 

Some 22 forces across the coun¬ 
try are sharing the £2.7m cash pot 
announced by the Department for 
Transport. The shared Thames Valley 
and Hampshire forensics collision 
investigations unit was awarded 
£395,675 for five of the scanners. 

One of them will be based at the 
unit's Bicester office and could also 
be used at crime scenes. 

Motorway closures following 
accidents are thought to cost the 
nation's economy £1bn a year. 

Rodney Rose, Oxfordshire 
County Council's cabinet member 
for transport, said it was important 


for the county to keep the roads 
open. 

He said: "The police have always 
got that conflict - of getting all the 
information they need whilst there 
is the need to get the road back 
open. 

"If it speeds up that process and 
gives them the accuracy they need, 
then that's fantastic. 

"The effect on the county's econ¬ 
omy will also be helped by the traf¬ 
fic moving better. 

"At least half the traffic on the 
road is delivering, so if that's held 
up it affects the economy. There will 
also be staff driving to work or to 
the shops. 

"A road closure depresses what is 
being done in the county generally." 

Local councillor John Morgan, 
who drives 30,000 miles a year as 
part of his sales job, said: "If the 
new police scanner stops roads 
from being blocked, then I'm all for 
it. 

"It's important for everybody 
because you get frustrated when 
you are stuck in a queue. 

"If our roads are flowing smooth¬ 
ly, then that's a good thing."

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Hi-tech hospital barcode system wins national award 


A CONTROVERSIAL barcode 
scanning system, which identifies 
patients at Oxfordshire’s hospitals, 
has won a national safety award. 

It is hoped the system, which can 
request tests from a patient’s 
bedside, could almost completely rid 
the hospital departments of paper 
records. 

The hand-held scanning 
technology combines two types of 
technology, the Electronic Patient 
Record and Positive Patient 
Identification. 


It sees patient information relayed 
from the hospital bed and between 
departments completely 
electronically. 

When the EPR was rolled out late 
last year, it was beset with problems, 
including details of patients’ 
appointments going missing and 
problems with checking patients in. 

But Oxford University Hospitals 
has now been awarded the National 
Patient Safety award for “Technology 
and IT to improve Patient Safety” for 
the design of the so called 


“electronic radiology & laboratory 
medicine order communications 
system”. 

Dr Paul Altmann, chief clinical 
information officer at the OUH said 
on the busiest days, their labs could 
be sent up to 1,500 requests. In 
January alone, more than 35,000 
were received. 

The system reduces the risk of 
samples being mislabelled and also 
reduces the amount of time lab staff 
spend querying incomplete order 
information. 


He said: “We are delighted to be 
recognised, especially within six 
months of going live. 

“We hope that the work that done 
here at the Oxford University 
Hospitals can benefit other UK 
trusts, as we have used transferable 
technology. 

“I am especially grateful to all our 
staff and commercial partners for 
their help with this project, which we 
designed to improve patient safety 
and the efficiency of diagnostic 
processes.”

County needs more caring volunteers 


Plea as child calls 


hit a 2,000 high 


MORE than 2,000 children from 
Oxfordshire called ChildLine last year 
for support and advice. 

Figures from the National Society for 
the Prevention of Cruelty to Children, 
which runs the service, showed there 
were 2,068 calls from children and 
young people calling from Oxfordshire 
dialling codes. 

There were also a further 600 calls 
from people in the county who were 
concerned about the welfare of a child. 

And there may have 
been many more calls 
made from county 
children using mobile 
phones, which represent 
76 per cent of calls to the 
helpline. 

The charity is now 
calling on people to 
support the service as 
volunteer fundraisers. 

Fundraising 
development manager 
Amanda Howard said: 

"These new figures show 
that the NSPCC's ChildLine

service is still crucial for children and 
young people across Oxfordshire. With 
each call to the service costing at least 
£4, we really do rely on local people to 
help us raise the money we need to 
keep it going." 

She said there were only around 30 
volunteer supporters in Oxfordshire. 

In other counties, the average was 


closer to 80 volunteers supporting the 
service. Ms Howard said: "We are 
always looking for new members to 
lead a small event, such as hosting 
afternoon tea, putting on a sponsored 
dog walk or running a golf challenge, 
while helping promote the NSPCC 
messages at a local level."

Club together, says 
education chief 


SMAFF rural schools will be best 
protected if they group together 
as academies, according to an 
education chief. 

Oxfordshire County Council's 
cabinet member for education, 
Melinda Tilley, made the claim 
as the executive voted to support 
the Government's wishes that 
every school gain academy 
status. 

She said: "The best way to 
protect small rural primary 
schools is to make sure they're 
in collaborative trusts with 
others in their areas. 

"booking after small primary 
schools is one of my things, and 
we need to make sure we don't 
close any, because they are 
absolutely invaluable." 

She also underlined the 
authority's commitment to 
schools which did not want to 


become academies. She said: 
"Any school which does not 
want to convert, we will 
support. This isn't our decision, 
it's up to headteachers and 
governors." 

The council has earmarked 
£600,000 of its reserves to 
support the transition of schools 
to academy status, but have 
been accused of playing politics 
by campaigners. 

Opponent Bridget Henderson 
said: "They are putting £600,000 
behind their academies strategy, 
and this is at a time when the 
county is cutting services. There 
is no evidence that academies 
improve education. This is just 
about politics." 

Academies are free from 
council control, some sponsored 
by private companies, but still 
receive government grants.

XV marks 


By David Duffy 


A CAR company that can exert 
equal appeal to both the genteel 
Cotswold country set and power- 
hungry boy racers will always be 
capable of throwing up a surprise. 

And surprise is an understatement 
when you first see the new XV. 

Described by Subaru as its most 
important model in a generation, its 
styling alone puts it up there with 
the Impreza Turbo as an eye-catcher. 

Add Tangerine Orange paintwork 
and new black and silver 17-inch 
alloy wheels and you have a daz¬ 
zling new addition to the increasing¬ 
ly crowded compact 'crossover' 
market. 

Where the Japanese-built XV 
scores heavily is that it is under¬ 
pinned by Subaru's solid suspension 
and running gear and the company's 
tried and tested all-wheel-drive 
system. Combine that with high 
ground clearance and a low centre 
of gravity and you have a versatile 
vehicle perfectly suited for negotiat¬ 
ing rough tracks or muddy fields. 

But it is an equally awesome per¬ 
former on the road and on rain- 
soaked tarmac especially, the quiet, 
comfortable XV sends spray flying to 
deliver a tangible sense of engage¬ 
ment and safety. 

Power in the test model came 
from a 2.0-litre turbodiesel engine, 
specially designed for Europe, that 


can deliver 50+mpg in day-to-day 
driving. Like all engines in the XV 
range, the diesel is a 'boxer' design 
which helps to lower the centre of 
gravity and improve the sense of 
security at speed. 

Mated to a six-speed manual 
gearbox, it is also fitted with hill start 
assist, which holds the brakes on 
inclines for a few seconds after the 
brake pedal is released, preventing 
the car from rolling backward. 

The 11 -model XV range starts 
from just over £21,000 and comes 
in three trim levels. 

The test car's interior, which has 
ample space for five, was a classy 
blend of leather, metal and cloth 
that give a luxury feel. 

A new multi-function display is 
positioned prominently at the top of 
the dashboard and delivers a range 
of information, including a fuel effi¬ 
ciency indicator that can show real¬ 
time or average economy, continu-

I BUYERS can now choose smaller wheels 
on Citroen's high-end DS5 models as a 
no-cost option, or choose one of two 
new styling option packs. Fleet buyers

An 'eco-driving' display can help 
the driver to improve fuel efficiency, 
and whenever necessary, the vehicle 
information display delivers impor¬ 
tant information, such as an ice- 
alert.

On the SE trim test model, the 
three-spoke steering wheel has 
remote switches for the audio sys¬ 
tem and cruise control.

Usedcarscene 


White is right in secondhand sales market 


WHITE cars hold their value best 
while greens and maroons are 
the kiss of death in terms of 
depreciation according to CAP, 
the used car pricing expert. 

In a study comparing second-hand 
values to new prices, CAP found 
that white cars typically hold 
around 5% more of their value 
than the market average for a 
typical used car. 

But blue cars still languish below 
market average values, continu¬ 
ing to earn the trade's disdain 
with the popular label of 'doom 
blue'. 

CAP analysed the trade market 
performance of hundreds of 


thousands of vehicles over five 
years and found that, for main¬ 
stream vehicles, white was con¬ 
sistently the top performer. 

The analysis also revealed that green 
remains relatively unpopular in 
the used car market and that 
the colour most likely to cost 
owners heavily in depreciation 
was purple. 

The resurgence of white means that 
a typical white model can be 
worth several hundred pounds 
more after three years than an 
otherwise identical blue one. 

In some cases, niche or sporting 
models prove especially popular 
in 'quirkier' colours and this 


accounts for the strong per¬ 
formance of pink and yellow 
cars. 

But in the mainstream market for 
typical family cars, consumer 
tastes tend to be more conser¬ 


vative. 

CAP chief editor Chris Crow said: 
"The lesson for motorists is, 
when you're choosing the 
colour of your new car, consid¬ 
er how it will look to prospec¬ 
tive buyers when you come to 
sell it as a used car. Of course, 
it works the other way too — 
for the used car buyer there are 
real bargains to be had if you 
pick a less popular colour."

Hampshire Chief Constable Alex 
Marshall is co-ordinating the new 
service and said that under the 
new arrangement, helicopters 
would not be restricted by 
boundaries and that there would 
be an improved service. 

Mr Marshall said the service 
would be better organised, saving 
about 20 per cent of the total cost. 

Thames Valley Police 
spokesman Adam Fisher said: "As 
to the question of funding, for 
many years national police air 
operations have had access to 
Home Office grants, which cover 
police air support infrastructure 
costs. 

"This has been increased by 
£6m to £1 Om to facilitate the 
move to NPAS. The increased 
contributions are made from all 


forces through a slightly reduced 
capital grant allocation for the 
force and replace any future costs 
the force would have had in 
relation to capital air support 
purchases - like new aircraft. 

"Nationally, the move to NPAS 
will save forces in total up to 
£15 m every year."
